FORGERY AND THEFT. 

“Tong Fui pleaded not guilty to charges of 
stealing a chop and account bgok and forging 
a request for the payment of moncy at Shauki- 
wan on the 23rd January, 1902. 

‘The following jury was sworn !—Messts, 
Ce Uldoerp (foreman), EF. Kennedy, W.C.P. 
Stoppa, RB. Hemmings, F. E. Shuster, G. 
Brusse, and W. 13. Hoyce. 

Mr. HE, Pollock, k.c., who condicted the 

case on behalf of the Crown, stated that it ap- 
peared that U_ Kwan kept a fish shop at Shau- 
kiwan and in Augus’, 1901, prisoner was 
employed there and used to look afer the 
premises while prosecutor wi 1s engaged else- 
where, “Oa Jaangary 25rd last year he went ou: 
carly in the moming leaving prisoner in charge, 
and when he returned at eleven o'clock Tong 
Fai was naton the premises, The following 
day prosecutor went to sell fish at the Ut Lung 
shop and the master showed him a letter pur- 
porting, to be a request for money, and bearing 
the chop of his (prosecutor's) shop. He was 
naturally very astonished as he had never 
authorised such a letter to be written, and 
upon returning home discovered that one 
of his chops and an account book were 
missing. He began to. look .for the prisoner, 
and proceede.l to Tai QO and saw him, but 
Tong Fui ran out of his house into the water 
and swam away, "A weck or so later he again 
went"to Tai O and when’ prisoner saw him he 
tush into the water as befure and swam away. 
On the ist May last the man was arrested and 
brought before the Magistrate, 

After hearing the evidence the jury found 
the prisoner guilty, and his Lordship sentenced 
him to prison for three years w.th hard labour, 

FORGERY. 

Chan Kwong, of na occupation, was indicted 
for uttering forged requests and endeavouring to 
obtain six bags of almonds, ten bays of fungus, 
and twa boxes of : ickled fish an the azth April 
last. He pleaded not guilty, and the following 
juvy was sworn :--Mesors. B. Liiders, Re J.

Mr, T. Morgan Philipps prosecuted on behalf 
of the Crown, ind, in stating the case to the 
Court, said that on the 27th April: prisoner 
went to the Kwany Fat Yun shop, at 120, Des 
Vasux Road West, and asked to be supplied 
with the bags of almonds and fungus for tlic 
Tung Chung Lung fim. The head salesinan, 
however, told him he had better obtain a 
written request and prisoner subseqently 
‘returned with one, The salesman's suspic- 
ions were aroused in consequence of which 
she. made inquiries and found that the Fung 
Chung Lung had given prisoner no such 
With regard to the boxes of pickled 
fish, Counsel stated that on the previous day 
the prisoner wentto the Wing Man firm in 
Bonham Street West and saw'the salesman from 


| whom he arranged to buy two boxes of fish at 


3130 per box. He was to return on the follow- 
iny day for the delivery of the goods bringing 
with him the ordinary request for delivery. 
When le returned he produced a request pur- 
ported ta be chopped by the Fung Chung 
Lung, The prisoner, however, was arrested in 
connection with the former charge, and inves- 
tigation proved that he had no authority from 
the firm to receive the fish. 

Prisoner was found guilty and sent to prison 
for Ihree years with hard labour, 

A BAD Cask, 

Leung Shiu and Chan Kat pleaded guilty, 
and Han Shiu. not guilty to indictments charg. 
ing them with robbery with violence from Chan 
Shiu and Wong Chan at Hok Un on the 2:th 
May last, and stealing money, clothing and 
jewellery. 

The Acting Attorney General said he in. 
tended {o enter a modle prosegut against the 
third prisoner who was accordingly discharged. 
Referring to the other prisoners, he said 
the case was a bad one the men having entered 
a house at night-and, with very considerable 
violence, gagged and bound the inmates and 
then removed everything upon which they 
could lay their hands, : 

Prisoners alleged that the police had badly 
assaulted them, but his Lordship said there was 
no evidence before him to that effect. , He took 
into consideration the fact of their having 
pleaded guilty and sentenced them to imprison- 
ment with hard Jabour for three years, add ng

There is: no 
doubt that the’ Straits Setilements has prosper: 
ed under a silver standard ; but it is contended 
that trade would have’ equally expanded under 
a gold standard. The committee are’ of 
opinion that there must be a point at which 
the advantages said to be derived from a low, 
or falling, exchange cease, and distinct 
disadvantages are experienced, The dullar 
has fallen in value from 45, 2d. to ts. 7d. 
and the interests which have suffered from the 
fall may fairly claim protection from further 
loss, Fluctuation in exchange is a grave dis- 
advantage to the community generally, and 
interferes with business. A’ gold standard 
would not.do away with the evil, bat would 
transfer it from the. trade with old countries’ 
to the trade with silver. countries, The trade 
with gold countries, however, is much larger 
than with silver countries, 

An importantconsideration is the difficulty, 
under present conditions, of obtaining capital 
from gold countries. ‘The absence of fixity of 
exchange with Western countries discourages 
the investment of British capital required for 
the development of the Straits, The committee 
admit there is some force in the argument that, 
as the Straits is a collecting and distributing 
centre for countries having a silver standard, 
the adoption of a gold basis might affecr its 
prosperity ; but they point out that Singapore 
1s & preat trade centre, largely by reason of its 
natural advantages and its freedom from Cus- 
toms duties. Morvover, the silver-using coun- 
tries may hereafter adopt a gold standard, 
Finally, while the committee do not think a 
gold standard should be pressed on the Straits
